VANCOUVER, April 21.—Australia is marching out of 
depression with practically the whole nation in step. 

Government budgets, federal and state, are all but bal- 
anced. Budget deficits, piled up, are being reduced on a 
plan. And the plan is working. 

An adverse trade balance has been turned into a favor- 
able balance. 

Unemployment is being reduced slowly, but steadily. 
Less than two years ago it was 30 in every 100 industrial 
workers. Today it is barely 23 per cent. 

Taxation has been reduced and there is demand for 
further reduction, based on the actual state of national 
financial recuperation. 

Labor, on the same ground, is appealing to the courts 
for restoration of enforced wage cuts. 

“It was the farmer who pulled us through. Yes, the 
farmer and the banker,” says Roy L. Curthoys, keen-witted, 
thoughful, middle-aged, Australian-born editor-in-chief of the 
Melbourne Argus, who is on his first visit to Vancouver. 


FARMERS BORE THE BRUNT 


But, on cross-examination, Mr. Curthoys, a life-long 
newspaperman, admits that there may have been more to it 
than just farmers and bankers. Farmers may have borne 
the brunt. Bankers may have co-operated to an extent rare 
in bankers. 

All the people of the nation, with few exceptions, were | 
in on the co-operative effort that saved Australia from 
bankruptcy and set the Dominion on the road to better 
things and times; that set an example that other parts of 
the world follow but slowly, if at all. 

It may have been the courage of desperation that 
brought it about. Conditions in Australia were very desper- 
ate when national action followed a frank facing of facts and | 
inevitable results if things were allowed to drift. 

Radical things were done. They may have been done | 
in desperation, but the main thing is that they were done. | 

Perhaps the biggest of them all, says Editor Cur- | 
thoys, was cutting down the ruinous overhead of interest 
on government and private debt, domestic and external. 


GOVERNMENT TOOK INITIATIVE

Australia’s 
Achievement 


The Premier's Plan in Australia 
has had the following results: 

1 All adjustable government ex- 
penditure was reduced by 20 
per cent or more. Taxation was 
increaced, New sales tax was 


adopted. 
2. Internal government debt in- 
terest, state and federal, was 


reduced by 22'4 per cent. 90 
per cent of bondholders con- 
verted voluntarily, the rest were 
then forced to accept by legis- 
lation. 

3, External government debt in- 
terest was reduced by a great 
conversion loan in London to 
which a large majority of bond- 
holders responded voluntarily. 

4. Banks, co-operating, voluntarily 
reduced loan interest by ap- 
proximately 22's per cent. 

5. Private mortgage interest was 

reduced 22'; per cent through 

legislative compulsion. 

All minimum wage scales were 

reduced by 10 per cent by legis- 

lation.

Internally held government debt 
amounting to 556 million pounds 
was converted with a reduction of 
2214 per cent in the interest return 
to the bond holder. 

PATRIOTIC CONVERSION LOAN 

A nation-wide patriotic campaign 
for the conversion loan, similar to 
the war loan campaigns, resulted in 
voluntary conversion of 90 per cent 
of the internal debt.

Australian banks, in voluntary 
co-operation with the national plan, 
reduced their interest rates to ap- 
proximately the same extent as the 
reduction in government bond in- 
terest. | 

(Today bank interest in Aus- 
tralia on ordinary loans averages 


5 per cent, the lowest rate in 
many years.) 
Private mortgage interest rates 


were reduced by 22'2 per cent by 
state legislation. 

Basic (minimum) wages of all 
labor and salary earners were re- 
duced by 10 per cent by state legis- 
lation, (Unions are now appealing 
to the Australian courts to have 
this cut restored). 

Employers and employees, irre- 
spective of the legislation reducing 
the minimum wage, conferred and 
agreed voluntarily on wage reduc- 


tions averaging from 10 to 15 per 
cent.

wage adjusted quarterly to the 
ascertained cost of living many 
workers have suffered net wage 
cuts amounting to as much as 
one-third.

CURRENCY DEPRECIATED

almost the only—reconstructive factor in Can- 
ada’s economic life during five years of pro- 
gressive deflation The money value of 


everything else went down, The money value 
of an ounce of gold remained constant at $20.67, 
And the buying power of gold multiplied from 
two to three commodity prices 
slumped,

Naturally, gold mining took on a new lease 


of life, because of the depression. Idle mines 
went back into production Working mines 
extended their operations. New mines were 
opened. Exploration and development work 
started anew in every mining region in the 
Dominion, setting men at work and putting 
Wage and expense money into circulation. 
When President Roosevelt devalued the 


United States dollar and bid the price of gold 
up to approximately $35 an ounce, the prospect 
of unlimited expansion opened before the gold 
mining industry in Canada At that price, 
mines yielding only low grade ore became 
workable at a profit, mines yielding high grade 
ores became immensely profitable. Northern 
Ontario and British Columbia have been the 
scenes of intense and increasing mining activity. 
At Great Bear Lake and elsewhere exploratory 
and experimental operations have been set in 
motion, 

Millions of dollars have been spent in plant 
and preliminary work across Canada, with a 
view to working low grade deposits. Even the 
“tailings” of old mines have been worked over 
at a profit. While investment in every other 
direction was static or receding, a gigantic new 
investment has been made in mining machinery 
and preparatory operations, largely for the pur- 
pose of working ore which could only be 
profitably worked at the present high rate. of 
return for the gold produced 

The still more important fact, from the 
public standpoint, is that every ounce of gold 
taken out of the ground nas put $35 of new 
money in circulation in Canada. Most of it in 


active and immediate circulation, since it is an 
established rule that more money goes into 
gold mining than comes out of it, Last year 


some 100,000,000 new dollars went into circula- 
tion in Canada by reason of the gold that was 
dug out of the ground; and the outlook has been 
for a continuance and acceleration of this flood 
of new money into the dry channels of trade. 

Whether business needs that infusion of new 
buying power need not be argued; it is obvious, 
The new budget levies a tax of 10 per cent 
all gold delivered to the Dominion mint. 
Since gold cannot be exported except through 
the mint, that means the entire product of 
Canadian mines. A tax on the product is a tax 
on the cost of producing the product. The mines 
are therefore being taxed on the wages they 
pay, the machinery they buy, and the whole 
cost of their helpful operations

Mines working rich ore might be able to 
stand this tax, heavy as it i Mines working 
low grade ore cannot. These mines will have 


to close if the impost is insisted on. The low 
grade ore they have been working will cease

In addition there 
Was expenditure in providing emergency land- 
ing fields, and in establishing beacons for night 
flying, the latter expense being borne by the 
Dominion. This investment is at present only 
giving a minimum return in use, and is in no 
prospect of serving the purpose for which it was 
made unless the planes are again brought into 
use as mail carriers between Winnipeg and the 
farther west centres.

Ada Came a time when 
J. S. Cowper the profits of this glori- 
fied game of pitch and toss permitted the 


Prince to move from his flea-bitten ramshackle 
home to a_ princely palace with uniformed 
guards, when the suave and acquisitive Fran- 
cois with his prison days well behind him was 
able to spend millions on his casino and grounds, 
erect churches, pay the salaries of priests, take 
the salute of the Monacan army and hobnob 
with European nobility. The German servant 
girl did herself proud too. She wanted to mar- 
ry her daughters to royalty. She disdained 
Prince Henry of Battenberg when the marriage 
broker got an option on him. Being a Ger- 
man she wanted no German princes for her 
sons-in-law. She finally married one of them 
to Prince Roland Bonaparte with the distant 
hope of the throne of France. The other she 
married to Prince Constantine Radziwill, who 
though of non-royal blood had a high-sound- 
ing title.

Disorders of the Gums | SIDE GLANCES - By George Clark 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The number of people with some type of 
disorder affecting the gums would surprise you, 
if you could stand here beside me and look over 
my shoulder while I am reading the letters sent 
to me each day. It is said that at least four 
out of five people develop some kind of gum 
disorder. 

One kind of common 
trouble with the gums is that 
known as Trench Mouth. It 
was given this name because 
the soldiers suffered from it 
in the trenches. Its rapid 
spread is aided by the fact 
that it is contagious and one 
with a mouth with lowered 
resistance in the gum tissues 
may easily catch it. 

Pyorrhea is the name of 
another troublesome gum disorder. The popu- 
lar name of these gum diseases is “Pink Tooth 
Brush.” 

The normal gum is a faint pink, firm, qoes 
not hurt or bleed, and grips the tooth closely, 
performing its normal function of supporting 
the tooth structure. Sick gums are exactly the 
opposite; they are often a dark red, showing an 
excessive congestion of blood, or are grayish 
around the edges; they are soft and spongy; a 
painful sensation may be present; they bleed 
easily; and instead of holding the tooth proper- 
ly, they shrink away from it. 

Gum disorders impart a bad odor to the 
breath but a more serious result is that in ad- 
vanced cases, they may bring about the loss 
of all of the affected teeth. The presence of un- 
healthy gum tissue may easily cause symptoms 
elsewhere in the body when the poisons from 
the pus pockets which often form, are absorbed. 
Many stubborn forms of rheumatism are made 
worse through the absorption of pus caused by 
a gum infection. 

The most important cause of any kind of 
gum disorder is poor diet. After continuing on 
a diet which is wrongly combined, and also 
lacking in certain elements, the patient first 
develops a mild case of hyperacidity which goes 
unnoticed and then gradually the gum disorder 
starts. 

Lack of vitamin C in the diet is an important 
cause of gum troubles as lack of.this vitamin 
lowers the natural resistance of the gum tissue. 
Foods rich in vitamin C are orange juice, lemon 
juice, tomatoes or tomato juice and raw cab- 
bage. In order to do the gums a great deal of 
good it will be necessary to take an abundance 
of such foods, The foods which have been 
found to best help the gums to return to 
normal are: orange juice, lemon juice, lettuce, 
cooked vegetables with the necessary amounts 
of meat and eggs. Fresh fruits are also of 
assistance. 

I believe that every patient with a gum dis- 
order would do well to use a short juice 1ast. 
It is important that the patient learn io use 
correct food combinations as this will aid him 
in making quicker recovery. 

In addition to the fast and correct diet after- 
ward, it is important to consult your dentist in 
regard to local treatments to be given to the 
gums. Ultra violet ray treatments are often 
of benefit, also.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date, in 1821 the Bank of 
Upper Canada was incorporated, 
or rather the royal assent was 
given to its act of incorporation, 
which had been passed by the 
legislature in 1819, The stock 
was not to exceed £200,000 and it 
was to open for business when 
£20,000 had been subscribed. The 
government subscribed for 2,000 
shares and in 1822 the bank open- 
ed for business. Its incorpor- 
ators were William Allan, Rob- 
ert C. Horne, John Scarlett, Fran- 


cis Jackson, William Warren 
Baldwin, Alexander Legge, 


Thomas Ridout, D'Arcy Boulton 
Jr, William B. Robinson, James 
Macaulay, Duncan Cameron, Guy 
C. Wood, Robert Anderson, and 
John S, Baldwin, Mr. Allan was 
elected president. 

From its start the bank pros- 
pered; perhaps because it was the 
government bank; probably be- 
cause its destinies were control- 
led by men who were either 
members of, or servants of, the 
government.

TWENTY DAYS AT THE 
FORT 

Editor Bulletin: I entered Fort 
Saskatchewan provincia! jail 
March 26 to serve out a twenty- 
days’ sentence for vagrancy, and 
I can truthfully say that it was 
twenty days of real torture. The 
deputy warden read out my sen- 
tence to me from my commit- 
ment papers. I was then taken 
down to the laundry and changed 
into prison garb. The uniform 
consisted of a pair of pants half 
way up to the knees, a pair of 
rubber shoes four sizes too large, 
and a coat which was more like 
a nightshirt than anything else I 
eon think of; it was about two 
inches too long in the sleeves and 
just a short way above the knees 
in length, The underclothing was 
too large and the socks were hard 
on my feet, being patched so 
often. 

The meals mostly consisted of 
mush, stew and soggy bread. The 
tea was so weak that it was next 
to tasteless, It would have been 
far better had they served water. 
I couldn't sleep owing to the light 
blazing in my eyes all night. I 
walked five miles to work and

Bank; to maintain its honor the 
bank must redeem its specie” and 
it did until March 5, 1838, when 
it had to suspend such payments. 

The bank's end was tragic, The 
land boom in Upper Canada col- 
lapsed; the bank was left “hold- 
ing the bag”; and it closed its 
doors Sept. 18, 1866. It was a sad 
end to what had been a great 
institution.

five miles back every day along 
with 35 other inmates, digging a 
ditch about ten feet deep for a 
drain pipe. Our dinner was 
brought out on the prairie to us— 
a bowl of stew every day with 
very little or no meat in it.

Before I was put to work— 
that is, the first couple of days I 
was in there—I used to exercise 
an hour in the morning and an 


hour at night with about one 
hundred prisoners. Those were 
the men who worked inside the 


jail and the ones who had just 
been in the place a few days. The 
guards stand over the inmates 
while they walk around in exer- 
cise and if one man is caught

THE “TAX FREE” RACKET 

The insistence of Ottawa that its 
properiy holdings in Vancouver 
should be free of taxation has be- 
come more vicious than a mistak- 
en principle. It has assumed the 
proportion of a racket. 

It is plainly reminisce: of the 
situation in Mexico before the last 
revolution, when 85 percent of all 
property in Mexico City was in 
the hands of religious orders and 
was thus tax-free,

But just the minute Ottawa is 
allowed to start owning and oper- 
ating industrial properties in this 
Vancouver waterfront and on In- 
dustrial Island, in the heart of

Vancouver—properties and busi- 
nesses that are part and parce! of 
the community and supported by 
the taxes of the rest of the city— 
Vancouyer might as well stop 
being a community. 

Every downtown property own- 
er in Vancouver stands today to 
lose his land, 

There are few business blocks 
on Hastings and Granville Streets 
~-the main thoroughfares of Van- 
couver—that are bringing in 
enough rent to pay taxes. 

If that is the case with retail 
thoroughfares, what is the situa- 
tion on the side streets? 

It is an intolerable one. Every 
owner faces bankruptcy. 

The City Hail, if it is a City 
Hall, has got to start in and adjust 
the situation or watch the de- 
struction of Vancouver's real 
estate structure. 

Certainly conditions of property 
taxation are too serious today to 
permit the taxpaying property 
owners to carry on their backs 
the industrial properties owned 
and operated by Ottawa.—Van- 
couver Sun.

One of the Banking witnesses at the Ottawa Enquiry said that 
the deflation would have run its course, and the situation would 
right itself, when the members of the public began buying again 
to replace the commodities used up, worn out and done without 
during the working of the deflation. This implies that the same 
people who were hurt by the deflation will recover from the 
deflation, 


All these theories are definitely and absolutely contradicted 
by the known facts of history 


No deflation which went so far as to undermine the values 
of the fixed assets of a nation has ever run its full course, Revo- 
lution and political overturn has always resulted before the de- 
flation reached its acute and final stage. 


France, with its Revolution and its Assignats in billions of 
deflating paper, turned to further revolution and finally to the 
Bonaparte Dictatorship and Empire before the deflation was 
Bonaparte ended the deflation, 
not by accumulating gold and getting back on the gold stan- 
dard, but by wars of conquest. 

Then followed the unsuccessful attempts to re-establish the 
Monarchy, after Bonaparte’s exile, each such attempts overthrown 
by revolution as deflation got under way. 


Mussolini took Italy because he convinced the public that 
he would end deflation; and he did, not by any aid from the gold 
Standard but by putting money into circulation and by putting 
everybody to work. His was a real revolution to forestall the 
full effect of deflation. 


Kerensky got control of Russia; but counter-revolution and 
the Soviet came as a public effort to prevent the further working 
of deflation. The Russian deflation was stopped by forced labor, 
not by any help from the gold standard or from banks. 
a completely revolutionary process. 


It was 


Germany by another revolutionary process adopted the Dic- 
tatorship of Hitler and is submitting to nation-wide discipline and 
forced labor to avoid the running on of deflation.

Foremost Treatment is to 
Rid Body of Drug 


| Poisoning arises as a domestic 
emergency, frequently from the ac- 
cidental ingestion of many sub- 
| stances, such as roach powder, anti- 
| septics, plant sprays, rat poison 
| and, in the case of children, from 
swallowing cathartic pills contain- 
ing strychnine, 

In the treatment of poisoning of 
this kind, the three things which 
are naturally indicated are, first, to 
| eliminate all poison possible from 
the body; second, general methods 
| of stimulation, and, third, the use 
|} of an antidote. I do not emphasize 
| the use of the antidote here, be- 
}cause people often lose valuable 
| time trying to remember what the 
| right antidote is, when the general 
methods could be employed with 
|}much more advantage and with 
better prospect of good results. 


THIRD RACE 
Antidotes and Emetics 


| The first thing to do it is empty 
the stomach, which can be done 
jeither by stimulating the back of 
the throat with some object such as 

a feather, or preferably with the 
| finger, and the use of emetics, Com- 
mon domestic emetics easy to obtain 
| are a quart of warm water, soap 
suds, or a teaspoon of mustard in a 
| glass of warm water. 
| It is well also to attempt to get} 
| rid of excess poison by inducing 
sweating, which may be done by 
| wrapping the patient in a blanket 
|with hot water bag, and also by | 
{cleaning out the lower bowels by | 
enema. 

Stimulation may be done by the 
se of warmth, aromatic spirits of | 
ammonia—a half teaspoon in a 
half glass of water—a cup of hot 
coffee, or some alcoholic stimulant 
such as whiskey or brandy.

Antidotes are of two kinds—one | 
is a chemical which will neutralize | 
the poison, and the other i: physio- | 
logical which will counteract its ef- 
fects. It is not likely that in the| 
case of domestic emergency a phy- |} 
siological antidote will be at hand} 
before the doctor arrives. Chemical | 
antidotes easily found in any house- | 
hold are eggs, milk and flour paste. | 
Three eggs beaten up in a pint of | 
milk will absorb and neutralize a 
great many poisons, 

After the stomach and the bowel 
have been emptied and the patient 
| has begun to sweat, it cannot do any 
|/harm to give him all the water he 
can drink, preferably warm. The | 
| water will wash out a great deal of | 
| the poison which has gotten into the | 
bloodstream, by way of the sweat 
glands and the kidneys. 

These simple and useful methods 
| can all be applied by anyone with | 
a cool head in a domestic emergency 
| while waiting for the doctor to ar-

The envelope is handed to 
a spectator. 

The conjurer now cuts the pack, 
removes the top card of the lower 
section and seals this card, without 
showing it, in another envelope. Re- 
calling the fact that the card was 
not shown, he writes on the en- 
velope, “an unknown ecard.” This 
envelope is handed to a second spec- 
tator. At the word of command 
the cards change position. The sec- 
ond person opens his envelope and 
discovers the eight of clubs therein, 
while the first person discovers that 
his envelope contains a_ different 
card, Here is the secret: 

When the magician apparently 
shows the top card at the first stage 
of the trick, he takes off the two 
top cards as one; therefore, the 
second card is noted, in this case 
the eight of clubs. The card is 
placed in an envelope on which the 
performer writes “eight of clubs.” 
This envelope is handed to a spec- 
tator. 

The pack is then cut and “slip” 
made, thus making t* eight o€@ 
clubs the top card of the lower por- 
tion. This card, without being 
shown, is placed in the second en- 
velope and the envelope is sealed 
On it is written “an unknown card,” 
and it is handed to the second 
party, 

The trick is already done, as the 
first envelope contains a different 
card, and the second one the eight 
of clubs.

PERRYVALE, Alta., April 21.—/j 
This little bush settlement is proud! 
of the Biglow family. | 

Joseph Biglow is 95 years of age, | 
and his wife is 98, but they are| 
hearty and active and are carving | 
out a home for themselves on a} 
bush homestead five miles out of 
Perryvale. Already Myr. Biglow | 
has built a comfortable home and | 
has cleared eighty acres of bush | 
land with his own hands. Both 
these young old-timers are active, 
enjoy their meals, and carry on 
their housework and work in the 
field without assistance. Their 
story is a real saga of pioneering. 

Joseph Biglow came to Canada 
from England at the age of seven, 
and when he was 21 he married 
Miss Elizabeth Byers at Orona, On- 
tario, Later the young couple 
moved to Durham county in that 
province, and after living there for 
some years they moved to the 
United States. Following twenty 
years’ residence in the U.S, they 
}came back to Calgary in 1911, and 
were there when the war broke 
out. Joe Biglow stood the excite- 
ment for two years, and then giving 
his age as 45 he joined up with the 
Canadian Expeditionary Force and 
got away with it, serving for two 
years before it was discovered that 
he had in reality been 75, He had 
passed his 77th birthday before he

HOW TO COMMENCE A 
STAMP COLLECTION 
We have promised a number of 
recent members to outline just how 
they should proceed in forming a 
{collection of postage stamps. This

The word “Philately” was coined, 
from the Greek, by a Frenchman 
about seventy years ago. Broadly

The FIRST postage stamp that 
was issued as an adhesive, was the 
one penny, black, of Great Britain, 
issued in May, 1840. Old corres-

velope. This applies, also, to all of 
the earlier stamps, especially of 
the British empire, as they are 
much more valuable if “on cover,’

Much interesting material may be 
brought to light and some of the 
early issues of Canada, U.S.A. and 
Great Britain may prove valuable 
It will be well to have such pieces 
examined by a_ philatelic expert, 
prior to proceeding to remove 
them, by soaking in cold water, and 
placing thern in your album.

‘stamp hinges,’ which we describ- 
ed in club corner No. 231. 


A blank, loose-leaf album is what 
is generally used. The collection is 
kept compact and there are not the 
many blank spaces for the rare and 


variably pictured in the old-fashion- 
ed printed albums. A_ loose-leaf 
album allows for expansion, as the 
collection grows. The binders and} 
blank pages may be bought separ- 
ately of most dealers 

A “catalogue” is simply a dealer's 
price list. The old established firms 
in Great Britain, continental Europe 
and the U.S.A., who were the first 
to deal in stamps for collectors and 
who published annually their re- 
tail price lists of single stamps, 
were able to list all stamps by any 
country, owing to the small number 
then existing. It was no great hard- 
ship to add the few issued during 
any one year. These price lists 
(catalogues) have become the guide 
for collectors in identifying and ar- 
ranging the stamps in a collection. 
The idea of stamps being obtainable 
at “half catalogue” is of the past, 
as these dealers who publish the 
large catalogues have been forced 
to reduce their prices to meet com- 
petition, The new Stanley Gibbons 
simplified catalogue of over 1,000 
pages, may be obtained for $2; just!

Many a “low score,’ the subject 
of much boasting, and too often, 
also, the score which wins golf balls 
in club sweepstakes and other com- | 
petitions, does not by any manner 
of means represent a round of golf. 
True, the player who turns it in 
has gone around eighteen or thirty- 
six holes as required by the com-| 
mittee in charge of the event, but} 
from lack of knowledge of the rules 
or from failure to observe the rules | 
}of golf, he has credited himself 
with a score which is fantastic. 

Have you not sometimes watched 
the friendly foursome—it exists in 
every golf club—which starts mer- 
rily along the course after having} 
entered in club medal play com- 
petitions? The players concede! 
putts to themselves at every hole 
They may be a sizable putt or they 
may be “safe'’ ones, but eve 
putt so conceded is robbing every | 
other club member who is in that 
competition. The players who arc! 
conceding the putts don't think of 
that angle. They are not wilfully 
cheating, but the effect is the same. 

One of golf's greatest players, 
Harry Vardon, lost a championship | 
when he missed a putt of less than! 
six inches. Over-confident, h® 
stabbed at the ball with his putter 
The putter hit the ground behind 
the ball and jumped over it. That 
one putt may have cost Vardon the 
championship for he was only one | 
stroke behind the winner. There 
are hundreds of other instances 
which could be quoted where “safe” 
putts failed to click in the bottom 
of the cup. And there are hundreds 
of instances where contestants have | 
taken three or four putts to sink 
their ball when their opponent 
would perhaps have been quite 
willing to concede the stroke. 

These players would not think of 
conceding themselves a_ perfect 
drive of 200 yards “down the al- 
ley” every time they stepped on the 
tee, but what is the difference. 
Under the Rules of Golf a six inch 
putt has just the same value as a 
drive of 250 yards; it is a stroke 
which must be played to get the 
ball into the cup. | 

Then there are players who flirt 
with the rules concerning a_ lost 
ball, a ball out of bounds or an un- 
playable lie. It is too much trouble 
to follow the dictates of the rule 
book so they make their own rules 
fo fit each instance as they go 
along. 

There is nothing more exasper- 
ating to the player who tries to! 
play and to record his scores ac- 
cording to the Rules of Golf than 
to find in competition after com- 
petition, that he is being “beaten” 
by players who form their own 
rules committee and turn in scores 
accordingly, 

If only this matter of conce ded 
putts could be overcome the rest 
would not be so bad. If every 
golfer played his ball into: every 
hole in the round, one of the prin- 
cipal violations of rules would be 
overcome and club competitions 
would mean something. As it stands 
at present, they do only insofar as 
the competitors in them know the 
Rules of Golf and follow them
